At about 5 am.. Bezalel Morde- 
chai, who was on guard duty at the 
time, noticed suspicious movements 
near the village fence. As he and his 
companion tried to get closer in 
order to see whet was happening, 
small arms fire was directed at them. 
Bezalel's suspicions were well found- 
ed. The upper part of the fence 
had been cut, and four terrorists had 
begun running and shooting. Bezalel 
was lightly-wounded in the’ arm and 
thigh, The terrorists, who were 
taken by surprise by the guards, 
continued firing in all directions — 
from Kalachnikov rifies as well as 
an R.P.G. bazooka. 

As they moved down the village. 
they alzo fired some single shots at 
8 barking dog. One of the guards, 
Ami Yehuda-Hai, jJater described 
them as “very young lads with long 
hair." He exchanged fire with them. 
but was hit by fragments, 
and his Karl.Gustav sub-machine; 
‘was damaged by a burst of Kalach- 
nikov bullets. 

At the same time, another moshav 
member, Rahamim Ya'acobi, opened 
fire on the terrorists from the 
window of his house with his army 
rifle. He reportedly hit one of the 
terrorists.

Then ordinary 
news would follow, but after two items the announcer would 
break off to.say: ‘We have just received the following announce- 
: “A large-scale military operation has begun, and. the 
Supreme Commander-in-Chief, President Anwar Sadat, has 
gone to army headquarters to take personal charge.” ἢ his 
was, in effect, to be the first communiqué in the war. 

The same day, Wednesday, General Nofa] and General 
Ismail flew from Cairo to Damascus, the urgency of the situation 
obliging them to disregard a security rule that no two senior 
officers should travel on the same plane. Their journey had a 
double purpose -- to inform the Syrians of the choice of the 6th 
for the launch of Badr, and to reach a final agreement on H- 
hour. General Nofal had approached General Ismail two days 
earlier, urging that the Syrians should be told at once about the 
choice of the 6th so that they could have the five days promised 
them for discharging the Homs refinery. General Ismail felt that 
this information was far too critical to be sent by the normal 
radio link, even in cipher. He was due to go to Damascus the 
following day, Tuesday, and suggested that General Nofal 
should accompany him. But as it turned out their journey had 
to be postponed a further day, until Wednesday. 

In Damascus they met Generals Tlass and Shakur. When told 
about the timing of Badr, Shakur was upset. He protested. that 
this was a violation of the undertaking that they were to have 
five complete days for emptying the Homs refineries. It was 
impossible, he said, for Syria to begin operations on the 6th:

Even if the Israelis 
did not pick up the MENA item they were bound at any 
moment to draw conclusions from the growing scale of Egyptian

General Ismail tried to persuade General Shakur that dawn was 
exactly the time when the Israclis were most likely to expect an 
attack, and that, as far as the canal assault was concerned, it 
would be much better to wait until the sun was in the enemy's 
eyes — all the arguments, in fact, which had been urged before. 
General Nofal intervened at this point to say that if the Syrian 
air strikes planned against the airfields of Ramat David and 
Aqir took place too early in the morning the pilots might find 
their targets obscured by mist - as, indeed, reconnaissance later 
showed was the case on the morning of 6 October. 

It was decided to carry this second point, the timing of H-hour, 
to President Asad also. When they saw the President both sides. 
repeated their arguments, General Tsmail stressing that if this 
chance was missed it would be a long time before action on both 
fronts could be coordinated again in such favourable circum- 
stances. “We are,” he said, ‘taking a risk, but a calculated risk.” 
He suggested, as a compromise, that H-hour should be at two 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

President Asad said that he did aot want to cause any 
complications at the last moment. ‘I accept the sixth,’ he said. 
‘I accept starting at 1400 hours, which will give cach of us some 
advantages.’ General Shakur then said that Syrian enthusiasm 
for the battle had in no way been affected by the changes that 
had been made. ‘If there is failure on the Egyptian front,’ he 
said, ‘it will be the end of the Arabs, which means the end of 
Syria. If there is failure on the Syrian front this would not be 
the end. It is on Egypt that ali our hopes are pinned.’ 

President Asad asked the two commanders if they thought 
the Israelis would bomb cities, and whether we would do this if 
they did not. General Ismail’s reply was that we were ready: ‘If 
they bomb our cities we are ready to bomb theirs.’ General 
Shakur said: ‘My advice is that, for history's sake, we avoid, 
bombing cities as far as we possibly can.’ He then repeated his 
assurance that Syria would do anything in its power to ensure 
on the Egyptian front: ‘If Damascus falls it can be 
recaptured; if Cairo falls the whole Arab nation falls.”

PARIS. — While other airline 
managements look at declining traf- 
fic and wonder whether they can af- 
ford to buy new aircraft, Air France 
is introducing the 800-seat short- 
medium-haul A 300 Airbus on more 
routes, The inaugural flight Paris- 
Tel Aviv-Paris took place yesterday. 

With-a 20-minute stop at Athens, 
the wide-bodied twin-jet takes the 
same time — five and a half hours — 
as the Boeing 707s which both Air 
France and ἘΠ Al are using for most 
of their Orly-Ben-Gurion flights. 

For the time being Airbus will be 
operated between Paris and Tel Aviv 
only three days a week. But both Air 
France and Ἐ1 Al consider that the 
new aircraft will generate fresh 
capacity on this apne with hoth 
companies standing to benefit. 

The A 300 is the joint brainchild of 
the aircraft industries of four Euro- 
pean countries: France, West Ger- 
many. Holland and Britain. It is 
assembled in Toulouse in south-west 
France, where the 18th aircraft has 
Just been rolled out. The factory is 
geared to continue production for 52 
aircraft and, if orders continue, this 
tota] could be swiftly raised to 68 and 
beyond. 

Passengers seem to like Airbus. 
During several journeys hetween 
Paris, London and Nice this reporter 
has appreciated the right to carry 
two pieces of baggage on board and 
put them into the overhead baggage 
bins which are twice as big as those 
of the Boeing-747.
